In response to the Office Letter mailed 4/1 1/06 providing a 1 month period for response, please 
enter the following election in the above application: 

Applicant elects, with traversal arguments, under 35 USC 121, the invention defined in claims 
25-57, (Examiner's Croup II) drawn to a method of applying therapeutic pressure. Applicant 
takes notice that multiple applicants are claimed in the present application but docs not believe 
that a restriction of inventorship need be considered under this election* Applicant suggests that 
claim 74 should be included in the elected group since it is dependent upon elected claim 25, 

Traversal Arguments 

Applicant argues that Examiner's invention I, an apparatus, cannot be applied in other than the 
method of Examiner's invention TL a method of use of said apparatus; because the method 
teaches the only practical approach, i.e., the application of air pressure to the pressure points. 
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Also, the means for sensing electrocardiogram and blood pressure results in sensing these 
variables on the patent Likewise, the method cannot be applied by other than the stated 
apparatus since the application to plural pressure points simultaneously cannot be practically 
accomplish manually. Inventions I and 11 arc obvious variants of each other. 

Applicant further argues that Examiner's invention EI, a system, cannot be applied in other than 
the method of Examiner's invention IV because this method teaches the only practical method of 
use of the system, Lc«, to apply pressure to the pressure points in the manner specified, 
likewise, applicant argues that the method IV is not able to be applied using other than the 
system III. Applicant argues that the inventions III and IV have true exclusive reciprocity so 
that, although they are system and method of use, they should be examined in a single 
application. Inventions HI and IV are obvious variants of each other. 

Applicant still further argues that the Examiner's invention III is nothing more than a more 
specific claiming of the elements of the apparatus of invention I and should not be considered as 
a separate invention and this is born out by the feet that both the apparatus and the system are 
directed to the same technique and end result Inventions I and HI arc obvious variants of each 
other. 

Applicant still further argues that the Examiner's invention IV is nothing more than a more 
specific claiming of the method steps of invention II and should not be considered to as separate 
inventions especially since they have the same class and subclass-128/898. Further, claims 73 
and 74 are also merely more specific enablements of the method steps of inventions IT and IV 
and share the same class/subclass. Inventions II and IV are obvious variants of each other. 

Finally, it is respectfully pointed out with particularity that claim 72 (invention V) is cited as , 
sharing the same class/subclass as invention HI so that it clearly merely extends the system of HI 
in a more narrow manner, not as a separate invention* Inventions HI and V arc obvious variants 
of each other. 
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Applicant respectfully contends that because of the above reasoning which points out specifically 
and distinctly the errors made in this election request the claims 1-74 should be considered as a 
one single invention and examined as such. 

Since aa election Is hereby made, applicant believes that the present response is a full and 
complete response.
